bought more than 200.00U shares of 
stock. 


Gould and Hsrrlman Sell. 


The Gould and Harrlman syndicates 


again were credited with being the 
heaviest sellers. 
All their 
pools 


dumped great blocks of stock on the 
market, which the Morgan syndicate 
was compelled to absorb. 
It Is said 


that John D. Rockefeller has greatly 
Increased his holding of Missouri Pa- 
cific. 


The heaviest declines were in Ateh- 


Ison. Lackawanna, Missouri 
Pacific, 


St. Paul. Illinois Central and Union 
Pacific, hut all of these stocks sub- 
sequently milled to some extent on 
the buying of the Morgan brokers. 


Gates Disposes of Stock. 


John W. Gates also Is said to have 


been one of the 
heaviest 
sellers. 


Through his brokers here he Is cred- 
ited with having sold out large blocks 
of Chesapeake and Ohio, Reading, At- 
c'nlson and Union Pacific.
